It  was  made  clear  that  therw  waa  no  oritiois  .i  of  the  f:«nner  in  which  the 
Harbour  ilaater  and  hla  deputy  had  carried  out  these  duties  in  the  pnat  but  it 
waa  auggeated  by  the  ministry  tha’^^Suitable  alternative  axTangemonts  should  be 
oonsidered  at  an  early  date. 

After  full  oonsiderstion  it  was  decided  that  action  should  be  tsKen  on  the 
lines  suggested  and  ftrom  the  end  of  the  year  the  Chi'  f  Sanitary  Ineneotor  and 
his  staff  will  undsrtake  the  reaponaibillty  for  this  work,
